County Relief 


New Agency And Directors 


Relief work in Colfee County 
will start again next week if plans 
that have been adopted are accept 
ed by the Alabama Relief Admin- 
istration, according to announce 
ment’ made early this week. These 
plans eall for the establishment of 
a Citizens Relief Committee — to 
handle the work throughout the 
county, to succeed the Child Wel- 
fare Board, which has been direct- 
ing the work for the past few 
months, 

Members of the Citizens Relief 
Committee are J. B. Byrd, W. W. 
Ham, W. J. Brown, P, G. Mathis 
and E&. G. Bragg. According to 
our information this committee met 
Monday and elected J. B. Byrd 
chairman and W, W, Ham, secre- 
tary. 

According to the plans, Hon. 
Thad Holt, director of the Alabama 
Relief Administration, will appoint 
a social director, a relief director, 
a disbursing officer and other of- 
ficers who will have actual charge 
of the relief work throughout the 
county, these officers working un- 
der the directing head of the new 
Citizens Relief Committee. 

The new relief organization will 
have charge of the expenditure of 
the $7,500.00 per month whieh will 
be spent in the county from Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief funds, for- 
merly called R, F. C. funds, 

The Commissioners Court of 
Coffee will appropriate $2,500.00 
per month from the gasoline tax 
funds, which will also be spent in 
the relief work. It was stated that 
the commissioners would have the 
supervision of the expenditure of 
this part of the fund which will go 
for relief work. 

It was stated that representa- 
tives of the new relief organiza- 
tion were in Montgomery Wednes- 
day for a conference with Mr. Holt, 
State director, in an effort to get 
details worked out and all plans 
made for resuming the work in 
the county, It will be *emember- 
ed that this work has been closed 
down for the past few weeks, and 
many people who have depended 
on this for an existence are now 


suffering, As stated above, if the 


plans are approved it is hoped that 
work might be resumed in the 
county next week.

In the hurry and confusion of 
winding up the work in the Wel- 
fare Office, it is possible that some 
financial obligation, such as a di- 
rect order, may have been over- 
looked, Mr. C, C. Brooks, Ac- 
countant for the Alabama Relief 
Administration, is now in charge 
and will be glad to look into any 
such matters if they are brought 
to his attention.

Farmers Demand 


Needed Reforms 


AUBURN, Ala.—aA legislative 
program for Alabama agriculture 
was drafted here during Farmers’ 
Week by official delegates to the 
annual convention of the Alabania 
Farm Bureau Federation, 

Nearly a score of resolutions 
called for varied reforms in cur- 
rency, taxation, credit facilities, 
agricultural planning and other 
matters. 

One resolution’ stated that the 
Alabama system of taxation needs 
further revision in order that the 
inequitable burden now borne by 
property may be reduced. Anoth- 
ey states: ‘We are committed to 
a currency system in which the 
value of the dollar would have a 
stable purchasing power in terms 
of commodities, Under such a sys- 
tem farmers would not every few 
years be confronted with the prob- 
lem of paying a debt which was a 
10-bale debt when made and a 40- 
bale debt when due.” 

The farmers also directed their 
officers to make plans for a thor- 
ough study of state and county 
government in Alabama as a basis 
for constructive recommendations. 
They asked that credit legislation 
passed by the last session of Con- 
gress be so administered as to make 
the agricultural credit system far- 
mer-owned and farmer-controlled. 

They favored national economic 
planning for agriculture, asked 
that the cotton production control 
program for 1984 and 1935 use as 
a measure of planning production 
the number of bales that could be 
ginned and sold rather than the 
number of acres that could be 
planted. 

In addition, they favored Fed- 
eral aid to education in the states 
and stated that land-grant colleges, 
experiment stations, extension ser- 
vices and vocational agricultural 
work be strengthened instead of 
crippled.

$106,000,000 Will Be Spent 
In Tennessee River Valley 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—A re 
port by Kendall K. Hoyt of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority said | 
tonight the Federal Government | 
was spending or would spend un- 
der present plans $106,000,000 in| 
the Tennessee River basin states, 

Of this amount, $50,000,000 will |

Hoyt said, were spending or 
would spend within the next two 
years an aggregate of $56,000,000, | 
of which approximately $20,000,- | 


000 has been allocated for job cre- | 
ating activities, largely from pub- 
lie works funds. 

The agricultural credit and ad- 
justment ndministrations were 
credited by him with $80,000,000 
in present or future expenditures 
and an additional $6,000,000 was 
assigned to Federal relief grants 
and agricultural benefits, all the 
latter to be spent within the year, 

Home loan and reconstruction 
corporation advances were not in- 
cluded in Hoyt’s report, which cov- 
ered expenditures by 50 bureaus 
and independent agencies of the 
government, 

The total in the next two years, 
Hoyt preditced, would be “millions 
larger, as there are appropriations 
and projects certain to come which 
can not be estimated accurately at 

He estimated that the $20,000,- 
000 to create work would supply 
an average of six months employ- 
ment, each, to more than 16,000, 
with the full sum to be spent dur- 
ing the next 24 months. He item- 
ized this fund as follows: 

Bureau of publie roads $9,400,- 
000; forest service highways and 
purchases $700,000; othe; bureaus 
in department of agriculture 
$100,000, 

Indian office, for roads, trails 
and observation $185,000; nation- 
al park service for Great Smoky 
area $4,048,000, 

Postoffice buildings $1,990,000.

Negro Given Death Penalty 


In Attack On White Woman| 


DECATUR, Ala., Sept. 5.—Tom 
Brown, negro, today was convict- 
ed an a charge of attacking a white 
woman and was sentenced-to be 
electrocuted Friday, October 13. 

National guardsmen patrolled 
the courthouse as the jury in Mor- 
gan circuit court filed into the 
courtroom and announced its 
verdict. 

Judge James E, Horton immedi- 
ately sentenced Brown, but the 
sentence was suspended upon no- 
tice of defense counsel of an ap- 
peal. 

Brown was convicted on a 
charge of attacking Mrs. George 
Dugger, mother of seven children, 
on the outskirts of the city, Au- 
gust 24. Mrs. Dugger took the 
stand yesterday to identify the ne- 
gro as her attacker. 

The guardsmen were placed on 
duty at the opening of the trial 
yesterday upon request of Judge 
Horton, who said the action was 
taken as a precaution in view of 
two attempts to mob Brown after 
he was arrested and carried to 
Huntsville for safekeeping. 

There was no demonstration as 
the crowded courtroom heard the 
verdict of the jury, 

Sheriff A. W. Davis announced 
the prisoner would be taken to 
Birmingham or Montgomery for 
safekeeping pending outcome of 
his appeal,

How Farmers Feel 
On Cotton Control 


AUBURN, Ala.—Expression on 
how Alabama farmers are feeling | 
about a cotton production control 
program for 1984 and 1985 was 
given here last week through a res- 
olution passed unanimously at the | 
annual meeting of the Alabama) 
Farm Bureau Federation during 
farmers’ week. Approximately 
1,000 farm people were present. 

The resolution insists that a cot-! 
ton production control program be 
immediately put into effect for 
1934 and 1935. It also states that | 
the number of bales that could be 
ginned and sold, rather than the 
number of acres that could be 
planted, should be used ag a meas- 
ure of planning production. 

The resolution continues: 

“A five-year average of produc- 
tion data should be used as a basis |

for making allotments. This should | 
be a period during which Ameri- | 
can consumption of cotton was 
comparatively high. 

“We favor that allotments in} 
terms of bales be made to states, | 
counties, and individual farmers. 

“We believe that a cotton con-| 
trol program on a baleage basis 
can be carried out in accordance 
with the voluntary principles of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
and at the same time be made ef- 
fective for the entire cotton-pro- 
ducing industry, 

“We insist that there be strict} 
coordination between production | 
credit and production control agen- | 
cies of the Government.”

Reduction In Property 
Taxes Being Advocated 

A reduction in property taxes 
and efficient and economical ex- 
penditure of state and county rev- 
enues were advocated by R. J. 
Goode, farner, livestock breed- 
er, legislator and member of the 
State Board of Agriculture, Gas- 
tonburg, in an address before Far 
mers’ Week and the Annual meet- 
ing of the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation in Auburn, 

“The present taxation program 
is Unequitable and is causing 
thousands who are unable to pay 
theiy taxes to lose their homes and 
land,” he declared in advocating 
that taxes be placed on the basis 
of “ability to pay.” 

Mr. Goode did not outline the 
different types of taxes he favors 
but the convention, following his 
address, had the following to say 
in resolution: 

“We are wholeheartedly commit- 
ted to the principle of taxation on 
the basis of ability to pay, which 
in practice means that the greater 
portion of state and federal ex- 
penses of government should come 
from income, corporation, inheri- 
tance and gift taxes, leaving the 
general property tax largely for 
local governmental expenses.” 

Mr, Goode also advocated a def- 
inite agricultural program for the 


|state of Alabama and declared 


that “farmers should ask the leg- 
islature to provide sufficient funds 
to efficiently and economically op- 
erate the experiment station, ex- 
tension service and vocational ag- 
riculture.” He gave figures show- 
ing that only 2.5 cents out of each 
$1 spent by the state is going for 
agricultural work. “In the face of 
the fact that agriculture creates 
about 74 per cent of the new 
wealth created in the state, this 
amount should not be decreased 
but should be increased,” he said.
